I have  to  report  that  there  was  no  noteworthy  cause  of  sick- 
ness or  invalidity  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

The  various  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  comparatively 
healthy,  and  there  has  been  a progressive  improvement  in  housing 
conditions  and  provision  of  open  spaces. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  unemployment  has  exercised  any 
influence  on  the  health  and  physique  of  children  or  adults  in  this 
District.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  favourable  Mortality  Rates.

SERVICES  PROVIDED. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  following  examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Chester 
Royal  Infirmary  : 

77  throat  swabs  (g  gave  positive  result). 

The  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  examined  23  sputa  for 
Tuberculosis.  All  gave  a negative  result. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  to  Hospital  in  a Motor  Ambulance 
sent  from  the  Chester  Isolation  Hospital.  A trained  nurse 
accompanies  the  Ambulance. 

Non-infectious  cases  and  accident  cases  are  removed  by  the  City 
of  Chester  Ambulance  at  a fixed  tariff.  The  Ambulance  may  be 
summoned  by  telephone  and  is  despatched  without  delay. 

The  Ambulance  facilities  may  be  considered  adequate. 


(c)  Nursing. 

No  arrangements  are  made  by  the  Council  to  provide  Nursing, 
but  a District  Nurse  has  been  provided  by  the  Hoole  and  Newton 
District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  a charitable  organisation, 
supported  entirely  by  voluntary  contributions.

(cl)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  following  are  provided  in  Hoole  by  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  : 


School  Clinic. — This  is  held  every  morning  (except  Wednesday) 
for  the  treatment  of  children  with  minor  complaints. 


The  attendances  in  1938  were  728  (332  children). 

Children  with  defective  eyesight  were  examined  by  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  of  the  County  Public  Health  Department, 
who  attends  at  regular  intervals. 


Dental  treatment  is  given  by  the  School  Dental  Surgeon. 

Medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Authority. 

Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  on  the  second  Thursday  in  each  month. 
During  the  year  67  mothers  made  125  attendances. 


Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  every  Tuesday.  It  is  a very 
popular  Centre,  and  is  well  attended. 

During  the  year  there  were  1,600  attendances  under  1 year. 
The  average  attendance  was  56.15  per  session. 

The  Toddlers'  Clinic  is  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  the  month. 
There  were  142  attendances.  (Average  11.9  per  session). 

Orthopedic  Clinic — Patients  from  Hoole  attend  at  2,  King’s 
Buildings,  Chester,  on  Fridays,  10 — 12  noon.  Hospital  treat- 
ment, when  required,  is  carried  out  at  the  Shropshire  Ortho- 
paedic Hospital,  Oswestry. 

Venereal  Diseases. — Patients  from  this  area  are  sent  to  the 
Chester  Royal  Infirmary,  where  they  receive  Specialist 
treatment. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic. — This  is  held  on  Wednesday  mornings  at 
2,  King’s  Buildings,  Chester. 
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(e)  Hospitals. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  Hospital  Services  during  the 
year.  By  arrangement  with  the  City  Council  of  Chester,  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Sealand.  The  Council  pay  a retaining  fee  of  £120  per  annum 
for  four  beds,  and  £2  16s.  6d.  per  week  per  patient.  General 
Hospital  Treatment  is  given  at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary, 
which  is  a Voluntary  Hospital.  A number  of  cases  are  also 
treated  at  the  Cheshire  Public  Assistance  Committee’s  Hospital, 
Heath  Lane,  Chester. 

Chester  City  Hospital  receives  patients  from  this  area  at  a 
reasonable  tariff. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

All  the  water  in  this  district  is  supplied  by  the  Chester  Water- 
works Company.  A sample  is  taken  from  this  District  once 
yearly,  and  is  examined  by  Dr.  Grace,  at  the  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary.  The  results  were  as  follows  : —

In  addition,  the  water  is  examined  every  fortnight  by  the  Chester 
Public  Health  Authorities.  Frequent  examinations  are  also 
made  by  the  Water  Company. 

The  Water  is  excellent  in  quality,  and  a plentiful  supply  is  avail- 
able for  all  purposes. 


SCHOOLS. 

There  are  three  Elementary  Schools  in  the  area.  One  is  a 
modern  building,  and  the  other  two  of  an  older  type.  They 
have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time  during  the  year.  Defects 
in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  one  School  were  found  and  notified 
to  the  appropriate  authority,  and  some  of  these  defects  have 
since  been  remedied.  The  water  supply  in  all  the  Schools  was 
satisfactory.  On  notification  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
being  received,  the  School  premises  and  contacts  were  examined.

This  is  a satisfactory  report,  as  in  only  one  instance  was  the 
sample  below  standard.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  all  the  samples  of  milk 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Disease. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Infectious  Diseases 
notified  during  the  year.  For  some  years  we  have  been  very 
fortunate  in  this  respect.  The  increase  is  due  to  the  increased 
prevalence  in  the  District  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Fortunately,  this 
continues  to  be  of  a mild  type. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Sore  Throat  without  a 
rash  has  been  noted. 

For  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis,  toxoid  antitoxin  is  provided  free 
of  charge  by  the  Council.  During  the  year  very  little  advantage 
has  been  taken  of  the  provision. 

Where  satisfactory  nursing  and  isolation  can  be  secured  and 
where  the  premises  are  suitable,  the  home  treatment  of  infectious 
disease  is  encouraged. 

Influenza  was  not  specially  prevalent  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  required  for  Prevention  of  Blindness  during  the 
year. 

No  cases  of  Meningitis,  Malaria  or  Dysentry  were  notified.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Water  Carriage  System  is  general  in  the  District,  with  the 
exception  of  the  following  : — 

(1)  13  Houses  Tong  Lane  (Septic  Tanks). 

(2)  10  Houses  at  Heath  Bank  (Pail  Closets). 

These  houses  were  taken  over  under  the  County  Review  Order, 

1936. 

I11  the  case  of  Heath  Bank,  as  mentioned  in  my  previous  Report, 
the  sewer  is  beyond  the  statutory  limit  for  enforcing  connections. 

The  Council  are  making  arrangements  to  acquire  the  adjoining 
land  for  building  purposes. 

The  new  sewer  would  then  be  within  the  statutory  limit. 

A scheme  is  under  consideration  for  extending  the  sewer  at 
Tong  Tane,  so  that  connections  can  be  made  to  the  thirteen  houses 
mentioned  above.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  House  refuse  was  removed  during  the  year  by  direct  labour , 

with  the  assistance  of  a hired  lorry.  Both  lorries  are  properly  covered. 
The  pail  closets  are  emptied  once  weekly. 

The  house  refuse  is  also  removed  weekly  and  deposited  at  the 
Tip  in  Guilden  Sutton . 

The  tipping  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of 
tlie  Ministry  of  Health.

Sixty-seven  Informal  Notices  were  served  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  all  of  which  have  been  complied  with.  The  31  houses 
referred  to  in  my  last  Report  have  now  been  provided  with  backyard 
doors,  the  Chester  Corporation  having  granted  the  necessary  permis- 
sion for  access  to  the  back  passage.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD

The  Farms  and  Dairies  in  the  District  are  inspected  periodically 
by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself,  together  and  separately, 
and  found  on  each  occasion  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  Cowsheds  are  kept  clean,  and  all  precautions  are  taken 

during  milking,  so  as  not  to  contaminate  the  Milk. 

Meat  Shops,  Etc. 

All  Meat  Shops,  Chip  Shops,  etc.,  are  systematically  inspected 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  is  satisfactory.  No  unsound 
food  was  found  during  the  year. 

There  is  no  Slaughter  House  in  the  District,  and  all  Butchers  in 
the  District  slaughter  at  the  Public  Slaughter  House  in  Chester,  where 
the  Meat  is  inspected.

The  method  of  Disinfection  is  Formalin  Vapour,  with  no  less 
than  eight  hours’  exposure,  the  rooms  being  sealed.  Advice  and 
instructions  are  given  to  wash  all  floors  and  washable  surfaces  with  a 
disinfectant  solution. 

All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  visited,  including  Pulmonary 
and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  Schools  are  also  visited. 

During  the  year  64  visits  were  made  concerning  Infectious 
Di  sease,  Disinfection  and  subsequent  enquiries.
